thair inlolencies rowardz Us, and ſuch ane height of violent rebellion, as taking Oyr Royall Forts and Caſtles, with 
Our Crowne, and all Out ancient Regall Ornaments , munition for warre, and whatever belongs to Us, and forti- 
fying of Townes againſt Us : Yet We heartily declair and faithfully promitrtis, that though We be now in airmes, they 
fall be no wayes uſed, either to force upon this Our native Kingdome any innovation in Religion,or to infringe any the 
civill liberties or lavves thairof : for ſuch is Our tender affeftion both to it , and to ſuch of Our ſubjects there as have 
ſchawn themlelffs loyall and fairhfull ro Us at this time (wvho both may expect and fall receive ſuch teſtimonies of 
Our favour as thair fidelitie juſtly merites) as we fall ever have a great and ſpeciall caire-both of it and them, accomp- 
ting it Our glorieto preſerve liberty and freedome amongſt them, according to thair lawes. 

Thairfore We doe once againe by this,cenew Our former promiſes for the maintenance of Religion and Lawes, 
and We aſſureall Our people that We will make guid whatſoever We have declaired or publiſched in any of Our Pro- 
clamations of Declarations , or which Our Commilsioner declaired in Our name at the laſt pretended generall Aſſem- 
bly ; And this We doe in all finceritie of heart ; and withall to make it appear, both at home and abroad, that the wic- 
ked and deteſtable malice of theſe ſeditious men (which firſt raiſed theſe ftormes) had no true ground to worke upon, 
whill they ſought to poylon the hearts of Our guid people, and to make them beleive We did notonly intend to bring 
in Poperie,but that We were that way inclined Our Selffe. Now'though-it be not neceſlarie for Us ro make often De- 
clarations of Our integritie to the true reformed proteſtant Religion , which We from Our heart profeſle , yet We hold 
it fit thus farre to manifeſt to all Our people and to the world, that this thair allegation is notoriouſly fals, and that they 
could have no vther end thairin,then by broching that fond and ſtandalous reportto ſteill away the hearts of Our guid 
and loyall ſubjeRts, that ſþ they might both with more eaſe and greater ſecuritie be able to compaſle thair awnctraite- 
rous and damnable delignes, to the overthrow of all Monarchicall governament ; Whairas We take God (the ſearcher 
of all hearts) to witneſle that as Weare Defender of the true Proteſtant Religion,which We from Our heart profeſle, lo 

Wetruiſt by his guidneſle and mercie We (all continue in the ſame all Our dayes, and never permit any innovation of 
Religion to creep into this or any vther of Our Kingdomes, but fall conſtantly maintaine the ſame , as't is eſtabliſched, 
according to Gods law, and by the lawves and conſtitutions of Our ſeyerall Kingdomes reſpectively. 
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Now whairas We ſay We will conſtantly maintain the true Religion by lavy eſtabliſched in theſe Our Kingdomes, 8 
and cannot tell how to expreſſe Qur lelffes either berter or vtherwiſe,co the full content of Our guid people (as We are 
moſt willing to doe it) yer We are informed that ſome captious, bulie and traiterouſly affected men, labouris (even out 
of this fulnetle and clearneſſe of Our expreſsion)to poyſon Our loyall lubjets , and makes them believerthar it is mani- 
feſt We have no intention to performe what We have promiſed ; Theſe thairfore are further ( if further We can goe) 
to aſſure all Qur guid people,chat Our intentions all of them are Regall juſt and full of integritie. And fo farre are We - 
from intending to breake any the leaſt peece of a promiſe which We have made unto them , as that We fall moſt pun- 
Eually and ftritly obſerve all We have promiſed, and that as firmly as We (all adhere to the Religion ir ſelte. And heir- 
upon We hope and are perſwaded that all Our guid and loving ſubjects , notwithſtanding the whilpers of ſeditious 
men, will both believe and reſt ſatisfied with the integritie of Our intentions in this behalfte , and be no more abuſed 

-and led out of the way of their alledgeance by the treacherous praftices of rheſe men, who being exceeding foule them- | 
ſelffes,labouris to get as many followers as they can,and theirby hopes to eſcape the juſt puniſchement which their trai- * 
terous carriadge hath deſerved : Burt We muſtlet them and Our guid people knaw , thar to ſeduce many is the worſt 
way they can take to make themlſelfks innocent , and the greater inducement to make Us inflict due puniſchement on 
them ; yer We thinke it withall very neceſſary for Us to ler all Our people and the Chriſtian world knawy , That though. * 
the number be very great whoſe carriadge hath been treaſonable in this commotion, yer ſuch is and fall be Our clemen- 
cietowards them , as yer We (all freely pardon and forgive all ſuch amongſt them, as all lay hold on this Our mercie 
offered them, and from hencefuirh carry themlelffes dutifull ro Us and Our juſt commands. And tothis end We en- 
rend(God willing) to hold Our Parliament ſo ſoon as We fall ſee the conn in ſuch peace and quierneſle, as may befit 
Our honour in Perſon to come amongſt them : And thairfore We command all Our Houſes , Forts and Caſtles, turpri- 
ſed and taiken by any of Our ſubjects, and detained by them, Our Crowne, Royall Ornaments of Our Regall power, 

munition for warre, and all things whatſoever belonging to Us,and taiken by any of Our ſubjets, to be reſtored unto 

Us within eight dayes after the publication heirof , And all the (aids fortifications of townes to be razed and demoli- 

ſhed to the ground, at leaſt the beſt they can doe to that purpole within the ſame ſpace; And alſo all the lands , houſes, 
or guids of Our loving ſubjects, who have beene faithfull unto Us, and are taiken from them by any whoſoever , to be 
reſtored unto them within the ſame ſpace ; which We command to be done, as they tender thair alledgeance. And We 
doe alſo command all and every one of Our ſubjects to lay downe airmes,and all their forces and airmies to be diſſolved 
and diſsiparte, and ilk man to repaire in peaceable manner to the place of his ordinary — ,And all conventions, 
conyenticles, and conyocations of Our ſubjets, of what = or degree ſoever they be , to ſurceas in time comming 
within the ſaid ſpace and dayes after the publication heirof,as they tender thair alledgeance ; All which being done , and 
Our ſaids ſubjeRts randring unto Us their civill and dewrifull obedience in all things, conformeto the lawves of this Our 
native Kingdom, 'We give full and free pardon to all Our aids ſubjects and every one of them, of all fats and deeds done 
by them or any of them preceding the day and daite of the publication heirof , And further fall cauſe ane AR of oblivion 
to be maide heirupon in Our next i Parliament. And ſince We have been pleaſed out of Our innate , Royall 
and tender affeftion We beare to this Our native Kingdome,to cure the wounds of the diſtracted eſtaite thairof with ſo 
gentle a balme, and to paſſe by the errours and diſorders thairof with ſo faire a hand , and to embrace (even the moſt 
rebellious) in the airmes of Our mercie , Weeare confident thar this Our gracious and free offer fall be heartily and 
with all ſubmiſcive dewrie received by Our ſubjects : Bur if the perverſe diſpoſition of ſome be ſuch as they will not be 
cured, bur ſtill goe forward in thair crooked and rebellious waies, and(without due reſpe&to the alled geance they owe 
unto Us their native and layyfull King) fall not accept of this Our free grace and pardon , before the expiring of che ſaid 
eight dayes, which We hope none will doe, then and in that caſe (rhe time being expired , and Our grace and pardon 
contemned, by diſobeying of theſe Our juſt and lawfull commandements) We are forced to have recourſe to ane more 
ſcharpe and quick way , to cure thair obſtinacie and rebellion by the {word of juſtice : And thairfore in that caſe We 
doe proclaime all ſuch as fall reje& this Our free and gracious pardon , and does not returne before the expiring of the 
ſaids eight dayes to their civill and dutifull obedience, to be from thencefuirth open Rebels and Traitours to 11s Our 
Crowne and dignitie, And declaireall their lands and poſleſsions » guids and geir, to be forfaulted ro Us and Our 
Crovvne, and that We fall diſpoſe of thair lands , poſleſsions , guids and geir , to Our weill-deſerving ſubjects, Noble- 
men, Gentlemen, and vthers, who fall adhere to Us and obey Our juſt commands. Andro this purpoſe We diſchairge 
all vaſſals and tenants to any Rebels, from making paiment to them of any thair rents, deyvries , or caſualities, and re- 
uire them to keepethe ſame in thair hands, theone halfe whaireof (all be kept for Our uſe , the other halfe for them- 
Ces : _— tothe tenants of the ſaids Rebels, who fall leave their Maiſters and afſift Us to the mainte- 
nance of Our authoritie, guid termes of yeares in the eſtaits they poſſeſſe , with the diminution of the thrid ar leaſt, 
if not more, of the deyvries they pay , as We fall findethem to deſerve by thair guid ſervice and readie obedience unto 
Us , And to the vaſſalls of ſuch ſuperiours as are Rebels, that they fall become Our immediate tenants and vaſſals, and 
hold thair lands and poſleſsions of Us, and that for the paiment of thethrid parr leſſe dewrie then is conteinit in thair 
preſent charters and they preſently pay to their ſuperiour; providing they adheeto Us , and aſiſt nor their diſloyall ſu- 
periours, bur leave them and concurre with Us for mainten ance of Our authoritie. And if the ſuperiour be loyall and 
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the vaſſals and tenants refuis this Our grace, and to adhere to Us , or to concurre with the ſaid ſuperiour in Our ſer- 
| vice, Wedeclaire it (all be leſum to the ſaid ſuperiour to expell the vaſſalls and tenants thus rebellious , fuirth of thair - 
lands and poſſeſsions, and what fall accres to Us by the forfalture of thair lands and poſſeſsions, We freely diſpone and 
rotally reſigne it to the loyall ſuperiour, promiſing to concurre and afsiſt him for efteuaring heirof. And further We 
diſchairge all debtours who are addebted in ſummes of money to any the {aids Rebels, to make paiment to them of the 
ſummes of money addebted to them, or any part theirof , Aſſuring Our guid ſubjeRts thar they {all have retribution out 
of the ſame monies as We fall finde them to deſerve. And further We declaire, whatſoever Burrough or Citie (all em- 
brace this Our free pardon and grace, and adhere to Us, and aſsift Us in the maintenance of Our authoricie, We doe 
heirby take them , thair liberties and priviledges into Our prote&tion and favour , and fall defend the (aids Cities and 
Burrowes in thair rights and priviledges , as becommerth ane juſt King, Secluding them alwayes from all hope of ſuch 
favour at any time theirafter, in caſe they doe not embrace this Our free grace and pardon before the (aids cight dayes ex- 
- pired. And laſt, it is Our pleaſure, and We heirby do declaire,that the forfalture or eſcheite of any of the Rebels,ſall not 
prejudge Our guid ſubje&s who adhere to Us, or embraces this Our free grace, and behave themlelffes as dutifull ſub- 
jects heirafter, but that the lands and eſtaites of the ſaids Rebels and the gifts of forfaulture and eſcheire proceeding from 
thair rebellion, ſall be burdened with the payment of the juſt debts addebted to Our guid ſubjects , ne they firſt payed 
beforeany thing accres to Us or Our donatour , And execution fall paſſe upon thair bands and obligations, in the accu- 
ſtomed manner, againſt the lands and guids of the ſaids Rebells.

you paſle and make publication heirof by open Proclamation, at the Mercat Crofles of the head Burrows of this 
Our Kingdome of Scatland,, and all other places needfull , whairethrough none pretend ignorance of the ſame, Gi- 
ven at Our Court at Yorke the tvventie fifth day of April 1 63 9. 
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
